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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-17,19-21, 29-46, in so far as they are drawn to a method for identifying an 
agent that alters processing of APP by contacting an agent with a cell. 

Group II, claim(s) 1, 13-15, 18-19, 22-28, 36-41, in so far as they are drawn to a method for 
identifying an agent that alters processing of APP by using methods of gene therapy. 

Group III, claim(s) 1 and 47-52, in so far as they are drawn to a method of identifying an agent 
that alters processing of APP by using a transgenic animal. 

Group IV, claim(s) 53-60, drawn to a method for identifying a peptide that alters processing of 
APP by introduction of an expression library of oligonucleotides. 

Group V, claim(s) 61, drawn to a peptidometic agent. 

Group VI, claim(s) 62, drawn to a modified agent. 

Group VII, claim(s) 63, drawn to a specifically formulated agent. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups I to VII do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

Pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 1.475 (a), Unity of invention before the International Searching 

Authority, an international and a national stage application shall relate to one invention only or to 

a group of inventions so linked as to form a single general inventive concept ("requirement of 
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unity of invention"). Where a group of inventions is claimed in an application, the requirement 
of unity of invention shall be fulfilled only when there is a technical relationship among those 
inventions involving one or more of the same or corresponding special technical features. In the 
instant case, the first recited invention, a method for identifying an agent that alters processing of 
APP, was known in the prior art as indicated by the international search report (document 
PCT/US03/35294), therefore, it cannot serve as a unifying special technical feature. The 
"special technical features" means those technical features that define a contribution over the 
prior art. (See M.P.E.P. 1850.) Thus, the apparent "special technical feature" of these claims 
cannot form the basis of unity of invention and the main invention which forms a single 
inventive concept is Group I, claims 1-17,19-21, 29-46. Groups II to VII do not possess special 
technical features as set forth above and, as such, Groups II to VII represent independent and 
patentably distinct invention. 

3. Claim 1 link(s) inventions I, II and III. The restriction requirement among the linked 
inventions is subject to the nonallowance of the linking claim 1. 

Upon the indication of allowability of the linking claim(s), the restriction requirement as 
to the linked inventions shall be withdrawn and any claim(s) depending from or otherwise 
requiring all the limitations of the allowable linking claim(s) will be rejoined and fully examined 
for patentability in accordance with 37 CFR 1.104. Claims that require all the limitations of an 
allowable linking claim will be entered as a matter of right if the amendment is presented prior to 
final rejection or allowance, whichever is earlier. Amendments submitted after final rejection are 
governed by 37 CFR 1.116; amendments submitted after allowance are governed by 37 CFR 
1.312. 
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Applicant(s) are advised that if any claim presented in a continuation or divisional 
application is anticipated by, or includes all the limitations of the allowable linking claim, such 
claim may be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting rejections 
over the claims of the instant application. Where a restriction requirement is withdrawn, the 
provisions of 35 U.S.C. 121 are no longer applicable. In re Ziegler, 443 F.2d 1211, 1215, 170

4. This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so linked as 
to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 
The species are as follows: 

Different species of APP, different APP processing enzymes and different presentation 
molecules. 

Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species to which the claims 
shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. The reply must also identify 
the claims readable on the elected species, including any claims subsequently added. An 
argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered non-responsive 
unless accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration of 
claims to additional species which are written in dependent form or otherwise include all the 
limitations of an allowed generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1 .141. If claims are added after 
the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the elected species. MPEP 
§ 809.02(a). 
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The claims are deemed to correspond to the species listed above in the following manner: 
Claims 3, 4 and 30-32. 

The following claim(s) are generic: 3, 4 and 29.
